There seems to be an existential 
question for anyone who falls into 
the larger social justice movement, 
which is can we succeed, have we 
succeeded?

It already is undone. 


Then how do people deal with the 
feeling of inevitable failure for 
their movement? 

Well, it has always been like that for 
people who oppose. At any one time 
things look so grim you don’t think 
anything will change.. In 1964, at the 
beginning of the Vietnam War, I 
went on a few marches and it was a 
bit like it was here today: in a civic 
square with a permit, carefully 
watched from the outside, pho- 
tographs being taken by the secret 
service person, and muc maligned 
and laughed at as being unwashed 
fools. The racist thing, the first few 
years I went down south, we were 
beaten up, we were sent to jail. It 
didn’t look as if we could possible 
prevail against all these forces. 
Women were denounced for burn- 
ing their bras, denouncing their fem- 
ininity. We were mocked, going 
nowhere. 


So what happened? How did these 
movements succeed? 
People started to see there were 
more connections than they 
believed, although they were really 
disparate groups for the most part. 
Anti-Vietnam was white and of 
course racist oppositional forces 
were largely black, and the women 
were left outside both groups. And 
they melded. 

You have to remember how close 


vas. John Kennedy just barely 
chard Nixon. There was no 

giant swing that meant anything, 
but there was a gradualism about all 
these forces coalescing and politi- 
cians feeling themselves in the cor- 
ner... No one knows how or when 
these moments will come. 


What can be done now that isn’t 
being done? 

[These moments] come more eas 

if people in a movement ask ther 
selves if they are just putting band- 
aids on the system or actually trying 
to change it. In the former, the 
chance of coalescence is much less, 
because what joins these opposition- 
al forces are the fundamental ques- 
tions about whatever system is in 
power at the time. You can’t foretell 
what will happen. 

Right now in South America, 
there are governments under pres- 
sure to change their ways that 
seemed unchang le.

THEY SAY TIMING IS EVERYTHING. BY 
the time it hit the stands in early 
2002, the book that Haynes Johnson 
submitted to his publisher as a stm- 
ple retrospective of a decade had 
been transformed by a well-coordi- 
nated terrorist attack. 

It started out as just a chronicle of 
the times—y’ know: O,J. Simpson’s 
knife, Bill Clinton's penis, the blur- 
ring of entertainment and news, 
George W. Bush’s “election,” the 
major mergers and acquisitions of 
already giant companies, that kinda 
stuff. But, by the time people were 
cracking the spine, and without him 
writing one additional word, John- 
son's book was a public, dispassion- 
ate, squirm-inducing reading of 
America’s permanent record—the 
voracious appetite for folly, scandal, 
and all manner of low behaviour, 
the irrational obsession with celebri- 
ty, the lack of understanding of their 
own history.

Northern Light Theatre opens its 
season with the Alberta premiere of 
Moira | Buffini’s play, an “epic 
romp,” according to director Trevor 
Schmidt, who also notes that the six- 
actor-strong cast makes this the 

largest show undertaken by the 
company since his installation as 
artistic director. 

Schmidt notes that Silence starts 
off “very much like a farce” but gets 
progressively darker and more seri- 
ous, filled with ’ ‘strange obsessions 
and fascinations.” 

“It's certainly about gender, men 
and women’s roles, and the equality 
between them, as well as how soci- 
etal structure is built on those roles.” 

Describing the work as a surreal 
take on the historical trope closely 
aligned with postmodern TV fare 
like Hercules and Xena (medieval 
setting and historical references 
aside, the language of the play is 
totally contemporary), Schmidt is 
enjoying producing a play that com- 
ments on the turn-of-the-millenni- 
um hysteria (albeit via the turn of 
the first millennium) we've just 
endured.

BEARING WITNESS OFFERS UP A 
few intellectual challenges fora 
reviewer. 

Whereas most shows I happily 
troop off to see have a limited and 
known number of critical layers to con- 
sider, this particular play written by 
Twilla and Mark Welch has a tad more 
going on. 

You can tell this isn’tan orthodox 
production just by looking, at the 
show’s presenters—the University of 
Alberta Drama Department (expected) 
and the U of A Nursing Department 
(unexpected)—and the pedigree of the 
people involved (the cast and crew 
includes theatre community heavy-hit- 
ters like John Wright and Karen 
Gartner, while the two playwrights are 
Psychiatric Nursing professionals). 

‘This unique partnership underlines 
the show’s cutting-edge reality as.a 
hybrid art product created to operate 
with an expanded didactic reality in 
the medical realm (beyond the tradi- 
tional coffee-and-pie-after-the-show 
didactic reality of your average 
shows), kind of making it a cousin to 


the Artists in the Ward Program or the 
McMullen Gallery run out of the U of 
A hospital 

Then you have the show’s subject 
matter. The husband and wife play- 
wrights don’t shy away from tough 
subjects—hard-core politically orient- 
ed torture and long-term childhood 
sexual interference—but then they go 
one step further and actually draw 
connections between the two forms of 
abuse. 

The play goes as far as to boast two 
parallel and separate story lines: one 
deals with the interment and torture of 
an educated and politically connected 
character known only as “the man” 
(Vancouver-based actor Thrasso 
Petras), while the other documents 
aspects of the lingering ramifications of 
the childhood sexual abuse of Emma 
(Edmonton's Tracy Penner). 

More so, the subject matter goes 
even beyond this already controversial 
connection and make a strong case for 
forgiveness and reconciliation in a 
therapeutic context aiming to break the 
profession’s reluctance to embrace it as 
a healing tool.

Greek recognition 


Syrtaki may be off of your radar, 
but it’s a delectable destination

EVERYBODY HAS A FAVOURITE GREEK 
restaurant in town, but it seems to me 
some of those preferences turn as 
much on location as they do other 
qualities. That’s not to say places like 
Yianni’s, Cosmos, and Koutouki don’t 
make good food, but their popularity 
might benefit just as much from being 
within easy reach of Edmonton's most 
commercially dense areas. 

Maybe that’s why I haven't heard 
the name Syrtaki much in the list of my 
friends’ favourite Gréek haunts—they 
probably don’t know where the hell it 
is Sure it's plainly visible as you head 
down 111 Ave. into the west end, but 
its industrial park environs aren't 
exactly a consumer destination. 


























All the same, Syrtaki should not be 
overlooked. Comparable in price to 
what the rest of the Greek market in 
town will bear, Syrtaki offers great 
variety, weeknight specials, and an 
uncluttered, serenely adorned interior 
to enjoy them in, its aquamarine and 
white colour scheme and large murals 
an inducement to imagine yourself on 
a Greek island, if that whets your 
appetite. 

My meal experience commenced 
with a Mythos ($4.75), 2 refreshing 
Greek lager perfect for those rare occa- 
sions when Edmonton seems some- 
what temperate. My dining compan- 
ion enjoined me to share some appetiz- 
ers, so we got the dip combo ($5.50), 
which featured hummus, tzatziki and 
tarama, and the keftethakia ($7.25)— 
Syrtaki permits you the choice of 





ordering your meal in English or man- 
gling the Greek words, according to 
your comfort. Keftethakia are sea- 
soned, grilled meatballs with onion 
and tzatziki. Our order got us four, 
perfect appetizer size really, and the 
savoury bundles of beef and creamy 
dip definitely got us appetized. The 
pita that came with them were the flat, 
thin kind, as opposed to the thicker, 
grilled pita ($2.25) we ordered with our 
dip platter—I was given to we onder 
what you would do with the dip plat- 
ter if you didn’t order the pita. Any- 
way, it was exactly what I want when I 
order pita ina Greek restaurant: hot 
and crispy on one side, witha cushy 
interior. The hummus and tzatziki 
were fine iterations of the form, but the 
revelation was the tarama, which I'd 
never tried before and which my co- 
diner was suspicious of for having 
smoked cod roe in it. The light pink 
dollop of tarama didn’t taste much of 
roe, however, but was pleasingly salty 
and lemony, which met my co-diner’s 
approval. Our dips outlasted our pita, 
but we thought better of filling up on 
bread and dip before the entrees. 

Lopted for the pestrofa (grilled rain- 
bow trout with pilaf, potatoes and veg- 
etables, $15.50), while Diner #2 
ordered a similar platter with a pair of 
marinated chicken breasts in place of 
his despised seafood ($14). 

Once again, Syrtaki gave me exactly 
what I wanted: a generous fillet of rain- 
bow trout (skin on) cooked to firm-but- 
fall-apart perfection with oregano and 
lemon juice accentuating the clean, 
earthy flavour of the fish. My pesco- 
phobic colleague even opted fora sam- 
ple, once I'd reassured him there was 
nota bone left in the entire fish. The 
double shot of starch would have 
seemed redundant if the potatoes 
hadn't been lovingly basked in lemon 
juice and garlic, and if the pilaf weren't 
nutty and savoury, which they were. 

Diner #2 was more than satisfied 
with his entrée, but had overdone the 
appetizers and took most of his chick- 
en home. I couldn't help but wish I had 
more of the same meal to look forward 
toa few hours later, though the garlic 
burps kept me company well into the 
evening. 

I’ve made my mind up, but I can’t 
redress this grievous oversight single- 
handedly, people—seek out Syrtaki 
and add it to your list of better Greek 
restaurants in town.

BLAKE (MICHAEL PIT), A SKINNY AND 
unhealthy-looking young man with 
stringy blond hair, seems to spend 
his days wandering alone, dazed 
and muttering tohimself. We first 
see him walking through the woods 
to take a swim in the river; then he's 
sitting by a campfire, shouting out 
“ome on the Range.” Back at the 
dilapidated mansion where he’s 
staying, his existence is just as ran- 
dom: he puts ona slip, plays around 
with a rifle, eats breakfast cereal, and 
so on. Plainly, something is wrong 
with him, so it’s no surprise that he’s 
wearing a hospital bracelet. 

Like Gus Van Sant's last two 
movies (Gerry and Elephant), Last 
Days is an oblique story of death 

clearly in view. Gradually, it 
becomes clear that Blake is some sort 
of rock star. In fact, he’s loosely 
based on Kurt Cobain, who killed 
himself at his home in 1994, just 
weeks after a previous suicide 
attempt in Rome. The resemblance is 
reinforced by the Nirvana-like 
lament that Blake sings later in the 
movie. 

The title tells us how the movie 
will end, but this is no ordinary 
docudrama. It consists instead of a 
series of disconnected episodes, unit- 
ed only by our knowledge that each 
brings Blake a step closer to death. 
This makes for some bleakly funny 
moments, like when salesman for 
the Yellow Pages studiously avoids 
noticing that Blake is wearing a slip, 
or when two hapless Mormon mis- 
sionaries are invited in. Also depict- 
ed are encounters with friends and 

associates who come and go, some 
trying to rescue him, some wanting 
something from him, and some not 
noticing or not understanding the 
downward spiral playing out in 
front of them. 

As in Elephant, several scenes are

IT’S TOO EASY FOR WOMEN IN THE 21ST 
Century to appropriate women who 
have competed in male-dominated 
fields as feminist pioneers. The “lady 
wrestlers” of the female wresting cir 
cuit in its post-war heyday do prove 
themselves to be tough, resilient 
broads, but there’s still something 
that doesn’t sit quite right about the 
hair pulling and a mostly male audi- 
ence yelling, “Kill her!” 

In director Ruth Leitman’s plucky 
documentary, we're shown more of 
an ambience of strength rather than 
an overt ideology. Through inter- 
views, archival photos, TV footage 
and newsreels, and underscored by a 
soundtrack peppered with indepen- 
dent female musicians such as Neko 
Case, the film is more an exercise in 
collecting anecdotes than it is in prov- 
ing any theses about the role these 
women played in society at the time, 
nor does Leitman question the pro- 
moters’ original motivations for intro- 
ducing women in the first place. 

“If they didn’t have women, they 
had midgets,” recalls one of the 
women, all of them now in their 60s, 
70s and 80s. Women wrestlers had 
their start in freakshows, were hated

Educated at a private high school, Moss 
Originally had his sights set on pursuing 
Environmental Studies at the University of 
Waterloo, but the vicissitudes of the 
Quebec student loan system caused him to 
pursue Humanities and Commerce at 
Champlain College—his local CGEP. Bored 
by the first year offerings in the Business 
Administration program at Bishops 
University, and like many an undergraduate 
Sooking to fill in an elective with something 
fun, Moss took an acting class. 

“Te was a case of ‘See you later!" | was cast 
in a production of Lone Star by James 
McClure, and it got picked to go to the 
Ottawa Drama Festival, | won a best actor 
award and received my first cheque. That 
was where | realized you could make a living 
doing this.” Moss's resulting degree was a 
double major in honours drama and business 
administration—"A weird beast” 

The unexpected turn garnered Moss a 
thorough understanding of theatre—in the 
small department he helped build sets and 
Worked as a lighting technician—and opened 
his eyes to the wonders of contemporary 
theatre. “That's how | got exposed to plays 
like Hosanna, True West—seeing the first 
yideo of John Malkovich and Gary Sinise 
‘Going it and realizing ‘Oh! You can do THAT 
with Grama!” because when you first get into 
it YOu thinkit's all Shakespeare and Shaw 
and Chekhov, without, realizing there's all 
these really great modern playwrights.” 

In the process, Moss and a few classmates 
began a drama festivaK—Actif—which he 
Says was a\precursor to his founding of 
Theatre Network's NextFest. “It gave us 
new energy and the opportunity to direct 
shows, and that’s where | first directed. | 
learned that directing was perhaps where | 
should head.” Working with U of A gradu- 
ates such as Greg Tuck and George and Jojo 
Rideout, who were teaching in the depart- 
ment at the time, the hybrid 
businessman/artist was lured to Edmonton, 
Where he dove into the MFA directing pro- 
gram (“I was-a thorn in their side”) and 
thence to Theatre Network, where, a

artistically and emotionally rather than on 
the basis of a sure fire sellout. “It's a growing 
experience for all of us. Going through the 
risk together, that's what Network's all 
about for me.

We've exhausted 
staff and lost large amounts of money on 
some of the shows we've done. But the 
rewards are there too, that we take a risk 
and | hope that audiences fee! th e not 
always perfect, but you kno’ .

The Divine Stewa

IT’S NO MYSTERY WHY STEWART 
Lemoine's plays or his Teatro La Quindicina 
company is so popular with Edmonton the- 
atre fans. 

In fact, few things in the city’s art scene 
are as transparent as the following of this 
consistently elegant playwright with a track- 
record of urbane theatrical hits, meaning 
that the only mystery to be found in 
Teatro’s upcoming season is built into the 


program. 

The 2005-2006 season boasts two 
Lemoine-penned mystery-oriented plays

Though icons like Plant, Rolling 
Stone Magazine and the UK’s NME 
are praising the band, The Sights are 
still working for little more than the 
money to cover the bare essentials.

Still—if, like 
Randy Newman, he needs to pro- 
voke his loved ones in order to keep 
the songwriting at a high quality, 
who are we to judge?

That tradition has left the listening 
public with the impression of a seri- 
ously dysfunctional family, consid- 
ering the number of angry denuncia- 
tions, ripostes and rejoinders flow- 
ing between mom and dad, sister 
and brother. There's also a fair 
amount of whimsy, like the duet 
between Wainwright and McGar- 
rigle on “Dilated to Meet You,” from 
1975's Attempted Moustache. “I wrote 
it when Rufus was, uh, I guess the 
term is ‘in utero.’ So, | was writing 
about the kids even before they 
made the scene 

There must be some embarrass- 
ment about having the best and 
worst parts of your life laid open for 
people to listen to and comment on, 
but Wainwright isn’t having any of 
that 

“The songs are out there—they’re 
justa fact, and it’s what I do.” He 
pauses and chuckles. “Hell, | wrote a 
song about my dog, too. All the crea- 
tures in my life are song worthy.” 

So eventually, if you’re around 
Wainwright long enough, there'll be 
at least a mention of you in song?

Viletones. Decades later, both num- 
bers are still sure-fire crowd pleasers, 
almost wake up calls to those whose 
only experience with punk rock is of 
the California pop-punk variety. 

“The music I don’t find particular- 
ly alienating, or jarring—it’s the 
vocals that I find kind of bizarre,” 
laughs Hannah. “They’re really kind 
of—for lack of a better term— 
whiney. I have a hard time with that. 
We havea copy of The Filth and the 
Fury, the film about the Sex Pistols, 
and every now and then we pull it 
out to watch. When I compare John- 
ny Rotten’s singing style with the cur- 
rent singing style, I just think it’s 
absolutely totally different. 

“T mean, Rotten was just taking the 
piss out of everything, including 
singing; he was making fun of the 
whole concept of singing. Now, it’s 
come right back, to almost like the 
punk Barry Manilow sound. They 
croon! We saw a band recently where 
the lead singer was shamelessly 
crooning to the females in the audi- 
ence... crooning and flirting. It was 
funny—I have to admit, the girls real- 
ly responded, because the mosh pit 
was totally female. It was quite 
incredible.” 

The Subhumans broke up in ‘82, 
but Hannah (along with most of the 
original lineup) had quit the band a 
year before, with Hannah choosing 
instead to concentrate on political 
activism. It was a radical commit- 
ment; the members of his group, 
“Direct Action,” were responsible for 


the bombing of a hydroelectric sub- 
station on Vancouver Island and also 
of a plant near Toronto that manufac- 
tured parts for the cruise missile. 
Dubbed “The Squamish Five” by 
newspapers, the group ignited a con- 
troversy in the press about the limits 
of public protest. The Five remained 
at large for a short period, but police 
eventually caught up with them; 
Hannah was sentenced to 10 years in 
prison, and was released after serving 
five. 

A few years later, Hannah and 
vocalist Brian Goble decided to test 
the waters by putting together a ver- 
sion of the Subhumans for a success- 
ful reunion tour in 1995. A decade 
later and they’ ve decided to repeat 
the experiment; this year’s jaunt fea- 
tures an almost all-original lineup 
(Hannah and Goble, plus guitarist 
Mike Graham), with SNFU/DOA 
drummer Jon Card filling in on 
drums. There's a new four song EP, 
cautious plans for their back cata- 
logue to be reissued, and of course, 
more of the same pointed, politically 
charged punk that catalyzed the 
Canadian punk scene back in the

“The Subhumans were always 
interested in exposing what they con- 
sidered to be the truth behind the 
hype,” asserts Hannah. “We're trying 
to point out ‘Okay, this is what you 
say itis, but here’s the actual situa- 
tion.’

Yet, Spirit in the Dark remains one 
of Aretha’s best albums—if not, the 
best and certainly one of the most 
overlooked—because it’s her most 
bare, most revealing work. Once 
again convincing, after a string of 
unfocused recordings, she retumed 
to her deepest and “darkest” musi- 
cal roots. She’d never do anything 
quite like it again 

The majority of the album was 
recorded in Miami, with Aretha 
seeming in better shape and in full 
control, playing the piano on almost 
all of the tracks with a sharp and nat- 
ural drive. And while many of her 
own compositions had previously

IT’S ONE THING THAT SHOEGAZING 
reverb rockers Black Rebel Motorcycle Club 
have decided to rechristen themselves as a 
living almanac of classic Americana: gothic 
country, roots rock and gospel. That their 
dramatic left turn has actually produced a 
remarkable, fascinating record is the real 
shock of Howl. 

After being unceremoniously dumped by 
Virgin Records in 2004, BRMC have come 
back with hats in hand, eschewing brash hip- 
ster feedback and psychedelia in favour of 
the piety and humility of roots music. How is 
a record peppered with religious mystique— 
a narrative of sin and salvation, temptation 
and redemption. 

It’s a record of Appalachian folk; of a 
romanticized reach towards the meek deso- 
lation and hope of the Reconstruction-era 
South; of Johnny Cash’s hymn book and 
Dylan-esque street busking. It's the salvation 
of a band nearly lost to sophomore obscuri- 
ty; a rebirth made possible only through a 
stunning grasp for the humblest roots of 
American rock ‘n’ roll.

WHO ACTUALLY LISTENS TO THE SAFETY 
drill while on an airplane, night? 

Well, you might sit up and listen if the flight 
attendant was wearing a penis costume. And I'm 
sure you'd pay attention if he or she was being 
chased to the back of the plane by someone else, 
say, dressed up as_. syphilis. 

That was the thinking behind a recent campaign 

in San Francisco with the goal of drawing attenton 
to the shocking rise of syphilis among the city’s gay 
male population. 
“These kind of clever, creative, community-based 
programs do work,” says Dr. Gina Olgilvie, the 
Associate Director of STD/AIDS Control for the 
BC Centre for Disease Control. 

Clearly, knowing your audience—in this case, a 
savy, hip community that is immune to traditional 
safer sex messages—is the key to getting people to 
take notice, says Olgivie. But getting the message 
out to today’s youth, who believe they are “immor- 
tal, invincible and infertile,” is a huge challenge, says 
Olgivie. 

PROTECT YOUR YOUNG! 

Obviously, messages such as the following dis- 
course—'‘The fountain source of venereal diseases 
has overflowed, and the contaminated waters are 
rushing rapidly toward helpless children, to homes, 
whose doors are open to the relative flood, into 
schoolhouses, and to where its running and oozing 
slime can ”"—from William Lee Howard's 
1910 Plain Facts on Sex Hygiene, though sufficiently 
dramatic to perk up an ear or two, aren't so factual- 
ly helpful in this day and age. 

For one, no one calls them “venereal diseases” 


rates of chlamydia, gonorrhea, and syphilis infections 
are all increasing,” says Olgilvie, noting that rates of 
syphilis infections are the most alarming. 

“We had all but eliminated it in the mid '90s,” 
she says. “There were .5 cases per 100,000 but 
now, in urban centers like Vancouver, Toronto, and

Montréal, we're seeing 5-6 cases per 100,000.” 
“There is now a sense that HIV is treatable, so 
there is less panic,” she suggests. Olgilvie also 
believes there is a perception, whether true or not, 


that others aren't being safe, so it becomes “if 
they're not, why should I?” 


THE COMEBACK TOUR 

The other is that oral sex is safe 
when, in fact, both syphilis and gonorrhea can be 
transmitted this way. 

The good news is, that unlike in the past, both 
infections are easily treatable Of course, you have 
to know that you have them first 

For example, most often, syphilis will show up as 
a chancre sore, usually on the genitals. But, if the 
sore is on the cervix, and not it’s painful, it may go 


loss to neurological problems—can show up. 
Transmission to the fetus in pregnant women is also 
a serious risk. 

Syphilis isn't the only STI making a comeback. 

Recently, a rarer STI called Lymphogranuloma 
Venereum (such catchy names, these STIs) or LGV, 
has reemerged. 
LGV is caused by chlamydia, and symptoms 
include inflamed lymph nodes, abscesses and scars, 
exphins OlgiMie. “We saw it first in the developing 
world, but never in North America” As of May of 
this year, 22 cases have been reported in Canada. 

And LGY is treatable but, again, you have to 
know you have it, which can be tough, since early 
stage symptoms are often painless and undetectable. 
This is all why using condoms and getting tested reg- 
ularly is so important, says Olgivie. 

Well, duh, right? So why aren't we? 
Part of the problem is education, says Olgilvie.
